Ottawa, May 19th-— As soon as the 
budget debate Was over ,the govern 
ment proceeded with its address to 
His Majesty the King asking for an 
amendment to the British North Am- 
erica Act. The purpose of the amend- 
ment, briefly stated, is as follows 

(a) to make it legal for provinces 
to collect certain types of indirect 
taxation. 

(b) ‘To provide for machinery for 
a loan council, under which those 
provinces desiring it may secure a 
federal guarantee fer their loans and 
refunding issues. 

An unsuccessful attempt was made 
by J. S. Woodsworth, C C F leader, to 
obtain from the government a state- 
ment of its policy in regard to the 
uropean situation. That is, to Empire 
defense, to the League of Nations, to 
sanctions, to the Italo-Ethiopian situa 
tion, and related matters. Mr Woods- 
worth took the stand that with a sit- 
uation so full of peril, the  govern- 
meat ought to take the people — into 
its confidence and say what commit- 
iments have been made, if any, what 
plans are going forward for empire 
defence, what the official stand ot 
Canada is going to be about the con- 
tinuation of sanctions, 

Time Not Ripe

During the past four weeks one Al- 
berta packing house has bought over 
two thousand hogs on a rail graded, 
dressed weight basis. This method ol 
buying hogs has just been inaugurated 
in Alberta during the past four 
Weeks, and from all reports, the far- 
mers who have sold thei hogs in| 
this manner, are very well satisfied 
and are coming back again, to sell 
on the same basis, 

A few words of explanation: the 
marketing of hogs on a dressed 
weight, rail graded basis, is exactly 
What the words imply. A farmer de- 
livers his hogs; these hogs are then 
tattoed with a number, so that they 
may be identified when they are kil- 
ed. The live hogs are then weighed
